<'HEAPED 
THAN 
OTHERS— 
NOW ONLY m PERCENT OF 
FAMILY 
BIDGET 


The latest information available, 
concerning wholesale 
food 
prices 
indicates a sharp check occurring 
about the beginning of February, 
1920. The New' 
York 
“Annalist" 
publishes an index number showing 
the 
fluctuation 
ir 
the 
average 
wholesale prices o» twenty-five food 
commodities and this index number, 
which at the end cf January stood 
at approximately 297, on February 
28th had declined to 290. This is 
only 
four 
points 
higher 
than 
It 
stood at the same time in 1918, 
two years ago. The significonce of 
this 
index 
number 
is 
increas­ 
ed by the fact that it 
is 
based 
on 
twenty-five 
food 
commod­ 
ities selected and arranged to re­ 
present a theoretical family’s food 
budget. 
According to the most recent es­ 
timates of the Department of La­ 
bor, food is now' a smaller per­ 
centage of the average family bud­ 
get than ever before. Some time 
ago the Department found that the 
average American 
family 
spends 
about 38 percent cf its budget for 
food, but when we allow for the 
relatively 
small 
increase 
in 
food 
prices since 1913 we find that the 
percentage of 
increase as applied 
to the family budget is only 30.8 
percent. This is explained by the 
fact that while food prices as of 
October, 
1919, 
had 
increased 
by 
80.7 percent over 1913, clothing had 
gone up 139 percent, and furniture 
and furnishings IJS percent. 
The largest increase in the items 
which must be bought by the aver­ 
age American family, has occurred 
in cloth and clothing. The Bureau 
of 
Labor btatistics index number 
for December 1919, shows that if 
we take the price of this group of 
items for 1913 to be IOO, then in 
December, 1919. the price stood at 
335. The next 
greatest 
increase 
has occurred in lumber and building 
materials, which, ca the scale of IOO' 
jumped from 9* in 1913 to 253 j 
in December 1919. 
The latest final 
data 
available! 
concerning wholesale prices are the 
Index 
Numbers published 
by 
the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics for De-] 
cern ber, 1919. These give the fol-! 
lowing results for the chief groups, 
in reading which it is to be remem-; 
bered that 
the average for 1913! 
equals IOO:

These figures bear out the con­ 
clusion that food prices have ad­ 
vanced less than the average of all 
commodities, and also 
show 
that 
the price of farm products has ad­ 
vanced less than the average of all 
commodities, and slso show that the 
price of farm products has advanced j 
to a greater extent than that of j 
food products. 
Advance estimates for 
January, 
1920, indicate thrt 
chiefly on ac­ 
count of the great increase in the 
price of sugar ai d potatoes, the in­ 
dex number of food prices for that 
month will show a considerable in­ 
crease. As the advance in the price 
of sugar is 
probably 
temporary, 
however, 
it 
is 
believed 
that 
the 
check 
in 
wholesale 
food 
prices 
shown by the “Annalist’s” Febru­ 
ary index number will be reflected 
in the Department of Labor’s fig­ 
ures for February aand succeeding 
months. Naturally some little timej 
must elapse before this decline can 
affect retail prices.
